RUSSIA'S INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 
Elaborate accounts of the resent fights in 
Baku, and in Russian Poland, continue to 
fill the home papers, and it is evident from 
these that Russia’s internal affairs are in an 
It is hardly to be 
believed that a tithe of the truc condition of 
things ‘is allowed to filter through, ‘even if 
there were foreign residents on the spot to 
give an unbiassed report ‘of what» was hap- 
pening} but in all conscience, what we are 
‘allowed to hear is bad enough. When we 
are ‘told tat in Baku the Armenians and 
Musseltans, took to fighting without .warn- 
ing, without rhyme or r2ason indeed, that 
2,000 were killed in two ‘days, and that only 
the combined exhortations of the chief Ar- 
menian‘and the Mussalman pastors secured 
a cessation of the internecine conflict, we are 
afforded a strange sidelight on Russia’s affairs. 
Every other day there are revolutionary 
outbreaks in Poland, although for the most 
part the Poles show their resentment to 
Russian rule by continuous ‘strikes, and -an 
acess olttburst “against. the’ Russian 
olfici It is held that the Poles would 
rise in Pao to-morrow if it were’ not 
that they fear Germany would flood the 
country with troops (with the acquiescence 
of the. “T'sar), ostensibly ‘to prevent a 
recrudescence of the ferment in German 
Poland. In the interior, landowners are 
always liable to the blind fury of the'peasan- 
try, and some few—isolated cases where 
mansions have been burned, cattle mutilated, 


and the landowner and his family put to} 


“death, manage to find their way into the 
foreign press; but it may be assumed, that 
forall that are ‘brought to the notice of the 
outside world hundreds of tragedies occur 
which are never Heard of. Finland is still in 
a smouldering anger that their constitution 
should have been superseded by Russian 
autocracy. In. the great: towns, assassina- 
tions are of daily occurrence, - The question 
eis—-where will it all end? It is quite 
clear that, gaking Russia as a whole, the 
people are still in the harbaric stage, and if 
that is not due to the lack of provision for 
education among the.common people, to ‘the 
autocratic and high-handed dealings of the 
big landowners, to the fierce ‘denunciation of 
all things Russian by the Nihilists, then who 
is to blame? It -has_ been said that Leo 
Tolstoi is the only free man in Russia, main- 
ly because his mystical, dreams and his 
socialism never come: true. But Russia is 
gradually reaching a stage when her leaders 
are bound to recognise’ the dangers which 
threaten the country from within. Is it too 
much to hope that one of the direct results 
ofthe war with Japan will lead to such 3 
searching of heart, that the political leaders 


of the Empire, ‘whose people arc centuries } 


behind the civilised world in thought and }' 
action, may be roused to a sense of their 
duty to the masses, so that European Russia 
may not remain a disgrace.to Europe and a 
menace to the progress of scant ,

FOODSTUFFS IN JAPAN. 


The Onaka Mainichi observes that since the 
comniencement of hostilities between Japan 
and Russia, the price of foodstuffs has consider- 
ably advanced, anil siys this is. accounted for 
by the demands of the army. at ‘the front: and 
by the decrease of producti-n. The support 
of the Kussian prisoners must, also be-account- 
ed responsible i in some degree. 

The Osaka journal’rientions a few instances 
of the advance in prices, Beef, which was 
ruling ‘at about 8} sen per 100.momme whole- 


sale in Osaka, began to ris rapidly following, 


the outbreak of wat, as ogttle and tinned beef 
were sent to the front. In August fast the rate 
rose to 14 sen, and now it is: 22 or -23 sen, 
while the work, of (nning beef has been sus- 
pended, as it does’ not pay. During the time 
this, industry was. in full ‘swing, the demand 
for beef in Osakitalone' amounted to about 
30,000,000 Ibs. a month, representing 
about 7,600. head of cattle. But the neigh- 
hourhood of Osaka was soon cleared of 
cattle, and beef has. naw to be brought 
from Awaji or Noto province, .The same state 
of things prevails in tokyo, and cattle are sent 
ty the capital from ‘lasuba, ‘Tango, and Tajima 
(Hyogo prefecture and Kyoto-fu), The arrival 
of Russian prisoners in Osaka greatly increased 
the demand for beef, about fifty head being 
consumed daily by the Russians, .

| DENGUE FEVER. . 
—_—— . 
AND ‘OTHER: TROPICAL viseAses, 


Now that an outbreak of dengue,’ otherwise 
known ag dandy, or breakbone, fever, has pros. 
trated Southern Queensland, as far as Brisbane, 
aud has appeared on this side of tho Queens- 
land border, the Sydney people are begisning 
toask, What is dengue fever? and “will 
it-reach Sydney. " ‘ 

With regard to the first question, it may -be 
said that dengue is a highly infectious disease, 
peculiar to tropical-and sub-tropical countries, 
which sometimes during warm weather extends 
into more temperate latitudes. Its onset is 
sudden, commencing usually from three to five 
* During 
‘his interval, called the incubation period, the 
patient may (eel out of Sorts, with more or less 
pain in one or more of his joints, When the 
attack comes’on, there iso rapid rise of temper- 
ature, 10 1o3deg, or higher, with great prostra. 
tion, and: exctuciating pains in: the eyeballs, 
back of the head, foins, and limbs, which pains 
are much ageravated by movement, The face 
is usually bloated and swollen, the eyes 
hinadshot, and the skin’ around the eyes is 
alten of adeep purple colour,” The throat and 
mouth may be congested, and sore, and there 
is ustially great depression of the stomach, and 
severe vomiting, ; 

These ssmptoms remain for two! or three 
days, with: greater or ‘less severity, and then 
subside; and for the lime being the patient, al- 
though feeling weak, niay be well enough. to 
get about, and even to attend to his business ;
